The President and Prime 
Minister were to hold their 
final meeting this afternoon. 

Lloyd was sped by motorcycle 
escort to the White House from 
the State Department where he 
had conferred for two hours 
with Dulles on Middle and Far 
East problems. 

Lloyd was asked? as he left 
the State Department, whether 
he and Dullés had talked again 
about the idea of stationing 
United Nations troops in de- 
militarized zones between Israel 
and the Arab states as a move 
to prevent an outbreak of war 
in the Middle East. He replied 
with a smile, “We discussed a 
variety of subjects.” 

All-Out Peace Effort. 


Signs pointed to a call by Mr. 


Eisenhower and Eden for an all- 
out effort to make peace in the 
Middle East. 

Earlier sessions of the talks 
have gone over joint United 
States-British preparations for 
another disarmament’ confer- 
ence with the Russians next 
month at London. Past efforts 
to reach accord with the Soviets 
on disarmament have foundered 
on the question of how to make 
sure nobody cheats on pledges 
to disarm. 

Eden has talked _ publicly 
about possibly limiting atomic 
and hydrogen bomb tests in the 
Pacific. But ‘Mr. Eisenhower 
and Dulles, in public comment, 
have been cool toward the idea. 
Plans for new United States 
nuclear tests in the Pacific have 
been going ahead,

Establishment 
mayor form 


of a_ strong 
of municipal gov- 
ernment for St. Louis, under 
a new city charter drafted by 
the board of citizen-freeholders 
to be elected May 2, was strong- 
ly urged last night by Mayor 
Raymond R. Tucker 

Charging the present 42-yvear- 
old charter ‘stifles democracy” 
by its diffusion of administra- 
tive responsibility, Tucker de- 
clared a strong executive branch 
should be created by a new 
charter which clearly fixes re- 
sponsibility and holds city offi- 
cials strictly accountable to the 
people. 

The Mayor spoke at Kiel Au- 
ditorium at the opening meet- 
ing of a three-day institute on 
St. Louis’ city government. 
is sponsored by the St. 
League of Women 
promote better public under- 
standing of municipal opera- 
tions and. determine what steps 
can be taken to correct defects. 

Other Speakers. 

Other speakers at the initial 
session were the Rev. Paul C. 
Reinert, S.J., president of St. 
Louis University, who. discussed 
the problems of _ city-county 
governmental relationships, and 
Gerald K. Presberg, attorney 
for the aldermanic legislation 
committee, who spoke on legal 
problems in charter moderniza- 
tion. 

The institute continued today 
at the auditorium with a meet- 
ing on administrative functions, 
at which Mayor Tucker and city 
department heads spoke. De- 
spite the weather, league officials

|with scheduled sessions this 
afternoon on fiscal management, 
/and at 8 o'clock tonight on the 
;merit system, 

The powers, duties and re- 
, sponsibilities of the Mayor were 
outlined by Tucker in a talk 
this morning. He said h@ re- 
garded the Mayor’s appointive 
powers one of the most im- 
| portant, ‘because he selects the 
| people who head city operating 
|departments and _ institutions. 
|He also names the members of 
various. boards and commis- 
sions, which handle such vital 
public matters as housing, slum 
‘clearance, parking and city

snow started falling to- 


a previous coating of 
and ice on streets and 
highways in the St. Louis area, 
Slowing traffic generally 
throughout the area and mak- 
ing thousands late for work. 

The fresh fall started in the 
city shortly after 5:30 a.m. 
by 10 o'clock had accumulated 
to three’ inches. The snow 
changed to a light drizzle with- 
in the next hour. Weatherman 
Harry F. Wahlgren said the out- 
look was for occasional snow or 
freezing rain tonight, — more 
snow tomorrow. 

Public Service Co. busses 
were running about a half-hour 
behind schedule during the 
morning rush period despite the 
fact the company’s entire fleet 
of.40 snow-fighting vehicles was 
on the streets starting at 6 a.m., 
spreading salt and_ cinders. 
Busses and stréetcars were Car- 
rying heavier than usual loads 
aS many motorists elected to 
leave their cars at home. 

Trouble Spots in County. 

There were numerous trouble 
spots in St. Louis county. A 
county police car, caught in a 
traffic jam on Lucas-Hunt road 
north of Natural Bridge road, 
was unable to answer a call to 
assist a man, apparently stricken 
by a heart attack, on Pennsy]l- 
vania avenue between Page ave- 
nue and St. Charles road. 

Ther county police dispatcher 
then asked the Wellston fire de- 
partment to respond to the call, 
and the fire departmertt in turn 
called an ambulance, which 
could not reach the spot. Fi- 
nally a Wellston police car took 
the man to St. Louis County 
Hospital, arriving at the hos- 
pital nearly two hours after the 
first summons for help. 

The victim was dead on ar- 
rival at the hospital. He was 
identified as Charles S. Wright, 
77 years old, of 218 East Wash- 
ington avenue, Kirkwood. 

A bus of the Affton School 
District skidded into a ditch on 
a side road near 10900 Gravois 
road, but the driver reported 
none of the children on the bus 
was hurt. The vehicle extricated 
itself later on its own power. 

By 9 a.m., automobiles and 
trucks were bumper to bumper 
on all east-west arteries and on 
most north-south thoroughfares 
in St. Louis county, county po- 
lice reported. Many persons 
were as much as one hour late 
getting to work. 

Acting at the State Highway 
Department's request, the Mis- 
souri Highway Patrol issued or- 
ders early today to prevent 
trucks, trailers or tow-bar units 
from using major highways. 
Vehicles already on highways 
were ordered to pull to the side. 

With the onset of rains which 
converted snow to slush, the 
patrol rescinded its 
'order and permitted use of 
highways. However, the patrol 
warned that driving would be- 
| come even more dangerous if 
highways became icy.

Senate-House’ Joint 
Committee on Atomic Energy, 
criticized the Atomic Energy 
Commission in a number of re- 
spects, but it waz far from be- 
ing any general indictment of 
the agency’s work. 

One of its members, Walter 
Reuther, president of the United 
Automobile Workers, charged 
in a separte statement that the 
‘atomic power program “is mov- 
ing much too slowly.” 

Main Recommendations. 


These points stood out among 
the panel’s 57 recommendations: 

1. The AEC should remove 
secrecy restrictions in the 
entire field of reactor tech- 
nology. Only specific military 
applications. such as ship and 
aircraft propulsion, should 
remain classified. 

2. In the field of controlled 
thermonuclear power — the 
possible harnessing of the H- 
bomb principle — the AEC 
should make more informa- 
tion available and*bring more 
persons into the program. 
“within the limitations which 
national security considera- 
tions impose.” 

3. Government funds should 
be used, if adequate private 
Support is not forthcoming, 
to finance a full-scale “reac- 
tor” or atomic furnace of each 
major size and type. 

4. The United States should 
make, available atomic fuels 
and technological aid for at 
least 1,000,000 kilowatts of 
atomic generating capacity in 
friendly foreign countries by 
1960. 

Panel of Nine Citizens. 


The panel comprised nine 
prominent citizens, headeg by 
Robert McKinney, editor and 
publisher of the Santa Fe New 
Mexican.

This 
opinion is by no means a serious 
ground for rejecting the Soviet 
proposal because the same ar- 
gument could be applied against 
NATO.” (North Atlantic Treaty 
Organization.) 

Cause of ‘Dismay.’ 

‘Pravda’s London correspond- 
ent reported that the pact pro- 
posal had caused ‘dismay 
'among cold war proponents.” 
He denied the Soviet Union 
sought to split the United States 
and Britain. 

Western diplomats believed 
the Soviet government was de- 
laying publication of the United 
States rejection until it deter- 
mined what line it would take. 

Ordinary Muscovites who 
learned from Westerners that 
the United States had turned 
down Bulganin’s idea expressed 
incredulity and ended by ac- 
cepting the news with uncon- 
cealed disappointment. 

“It is a great mistake for you 
to have refused Bulganin’s of- 
fer,’ remarked one elderly Rus- 
sian woman who has frequent 
contact with foreigners. “Now 
some of our people will think 
you really don’t want peace.” 

The Voice of America and the 
B.B.C. beamed full reports on 
Mr. Eisenhower's rejection of 
the pact offer but it was not 
Known how many Soviet citi- 
zens picked up the information 
from this source.

“ft am here this time,” he 
said, “because people in and 
out of my party throughout the 
country have urged me to seek 
the Presidency. I have accepted 
this immense responsibility be- 
cause of my conviction that the 
nation’s welfare will be served 
best by restoring the executive 
branch of our government to 
the Democratic party even as 
the Congress was restored in 
1954.”

BRUCKER SAYS ARMY 


IS LARGE ENOUGH 


Appears to Dispute Charges 
Made in Ridgway Mag- 
azine Articles. 


WASHINGTON, Feb. 1 (UP) 
—Army Secretary Wilber M. 
Brucker said today the Admin- 
istration is maintaining a “‘sut- 
ficiently large’ ‘rmy for a 
“proper margin of safety” in 
the cold war 

He also told a National Press 
Club luncheon that it is a 
gerous myth” to believe that 
wars can be won by remote con- 
trol with push buttons and sol- 


diers still would play the major 
role in any future.war. 
Brucker’s statement on the 


Army’s size appeared to be a 
contradiction of recent charges 
by Gen. Matthew B. Ridgway, 
former Army chief of staff, in 
a series of magazine articles 
that the Army is being neg- 
lected in overemphasis on air 
and atomic power 

Brucker answered, “Categori- 
cally, no,” when asked if he 
agreed with Ridgway’s charge 
that some Defense Department 


decisions have been based on 
political rather than military 
considerations. 


He described himself as a 
“special pleader” for the Army, 
but emphasized that he was not 
in any way ‘disparaging the 
weapons of our sister services.” 

Brucker said if the United 
into a nu- 
clear war and all “retaliation 
should fail” it probably would 
be a long and eostly struggle. 
While he cannot foretell the fu- 
ture of such a war, he said, 
“certainly the first 60 days 
would not break the American 
will to fight.” 

The Air Force contends the 
decisive phase of a nuclear war 
would come quickly hecause 
more explosive force than was 
used in all of World War ll 
oan now be delivered in a few 
qgaay S. 

Brucker said the 
partment has decided “properly” 
to develop “to the utmost” the 
ability to retaliate immediately 
against an air-atomic assault on 
this country. The enemy, he 
said, now knows that ‘“‘we can 
and will” lay down a devastat- 
ing counter-attack. 

But he said the nation must 
be equally prepared to meet 
smaller aggressions. 

Referring to the present size 
of the Army, he said: 

“We feel, that a highly mo- 
bile foree of 1,034,500 men, 
equipped as it is with the best 
weapons both atomic and non- 
atomic which American science 
can devise and American in- 
dustry can produce, is suffi- 
ciently large + li existing Ccir- 
cumstances to“gafford us a 
proper margin of safety.” 
Reserve Program ‘Encouraging.’ 

At the same time, he said, 
the Army must be capable of 
tremendous wartime expansion. 
To this end, he said, the Admin- 
istration’s reserve program is 
beginning to show “encourag- 
ing” results 

Brucker said that whatever 
kind of war may come, the 
United States “never will accept 
any verdict short of victory.” 

Warning that the Communist 
aim is to keep the world con- 
fused, Brucker said the press is 
an “an integral part of Amer- 
ica’s first line of defense’ in 
its role of presenting all the 
facts of America’s position 

“The Kremlin is the biggest 
of all grifters, Operating a gi- 
gantic global shell game,” Be 
said. “The world is always be- 
ing asked to guess under which 
shell will be found the ‘pea’ 
that stands for ‘peace’.”’

EVER before in history has one nation faced so 


N vast an undertaking as that confronting the 

United States of repairing and salvaging the 
victors as well as the vanquished. The complete sur- 
render of the Axis powers did not bring any relaxa- 
tion or rest for our people. They had to face and 
were ready to make whatever new sacrifices were 
necessary to insure the peace. This was the most 
destructive of all wars. There were no battle fronts, 
and civilian populations were unhappily military 
targets as much as were the armed forces, because 
they were part of the industrial and economic centers 
involved in a total war. 

In the first two years that followed V-J Day, the 
United States provided more than fifteen billion 
dollars in loans and grants for the relief of the victims 
of the war. We did everything humanly possible to 
prevent starvation, disease and suffering. We pro- 
vided substantial aid to help restore transportation 
and communications, and we helped rebuild wrecked 
economic systems in one major country after another. 

For the first time in the history of the world a victor 
was willing to restore the vanquished as well as to help its 
allies. This was the attitude of the United States. But 
one of our allies took the conqueror’s approach to victory. 


No Intention of Paying the Russians. 


The Russians wanted twenty billion dollars in repara- 
tions, and I told them at Potsdam that we did not intend 
to pay the reparations bill as we hed so largely done after 
the first world war. The Russians, wherever they could, 
stripped the countries they occupied, whether friends or ene- 
mies, of everything that could be carried off. Poland, Ru- 
mania and Czechoslovakia are shining examples of the re- 
wards that come for helping the ungrateful Russians. 

By 1947, after two years of substantial, though piece- 
meal, emergency assistance, it was apparent that an even 
larger and more comprehensive program was needed to 
achieve the rebuilding of the economy of Europe. Speed 
was essential, because the West now faced the increasing 
pressure of Communist imperialism. And at the same time 
I felt that no amount of American aid would lead Europe to 
lasting recovery unless the nations of Europe themselves 
could also help cure some of their own chronic economic ills. 

It seemed to me that our experience with the Greek- 
Turkish aid program gave us a basis for an approach to a 
plan of economic assistance to our ailing allies. 

We had sent food to Europe, but millions there still 
did not have enough to eat. We had made loans to the 
countries of Europe, but the war had so disrupted the pat- 
terns of trave and industry there that the amounts we loaned 
were far less effective than we had hoped. I was disturbed 
because the loan to Britain had failed to accomplish what we 
thought it would do. 

Detailed reports came to my office daily from our 
government agencies about conditions abroad. A _ steady 
stream of appeals poured in from representative leaders of 
many foreign nations, virtually all of whom expressed the 
gravest concern over the economic situation and over the 
gains which Communism might score if there were no im- 
provement. 


Marshall One of ‘Most Astute, Profound Men.’ 


On April 26th, when Secretary Marshall returned from 
the Moscow Conference of Foreign Ministers, he arrived in 
a pessimistic mood. He had gone to Moscow with the hope 
that he could persuade the Russians that the United States 
was working for peace. The Russians, however, were in- 
terested only in their own plans, and were coldly determined 
to exploit the helpless condition of Europe to further Com- 
munism rather than cooperate with the rest of the world. 

Marshall’s report confirmed my conviction that there 
was no time to lose in finding a method for the revival of 
Europe. General Marshall is one of the most astute and 
profound men I have ever known. Whenever any problem 
was brought before him, he seemed to be able to put his 
finger at once on the very basic approach that later would 
usually be proposed by the staff as the best solution. He 
talked very little, but listened carefully to everything that 
was said. Sometimes he would sit for an hour with little 
or no expression on his face, but when he had heard enough, 
he would come up with a statement of his own that in- 
variably cut to the very bone of the matter under dis- 
cussion. : 

Dean Acheson told me a characteristic story about Mar- 
shall when he first took over as Secretary of State. Mar- 
shall had asked Acheson to stay on as Under Secretary and 
said, “I want the most complete and blunt truths from you, 
particularly about myself.” Acheson replied, “Do you, Gen- 
eral?” “Yes,” Marshall said, “I have no feelings except 
a few which I reserve for Mrs. Marshall.” 

What Marshall perceived in the plans which his State 
Department staff laid before him was the importance of 
the economic unity of Europe. If the nations of Europe 
could be induced to develop their own solution of Europe’s 
economic problems viewed as a whole and tackled coopesa- 
tively, rather than as separate national problems, United 
States aid would be more effective and the strength of a 
recovered Europe would be better sustained. 

This was precisely the approach I had in mind. Mar- 
shall and I were in perfect agreement. It was my feeling 
that, beyond economic considerations, the idea of coopera- 
tion would stimulate new hope and confidence among the 
nations of Europe and thus provide a realistic argument 
against the Communists’ counsel of despair. 
Announcement of the Marshall Plan. 

This idea, as an approach to the European problem, 
was first expressed in public at Cleveland, Mississippi, on 
May 8, 1947, when Under Secretary of State Acheson deliv- 
ered what might be called the prologue to the Marshall Plan. 
Originally, it had been planned for me to speak at this meet- 
ing, but I had other commitments and asked Acheson to fill 
the engagement. The Acheson speech contained’ the basic 
elements of the proposal which was given full development 
and expression a month later by Marshall. 

The key point of the Acheson speech was his emphasis 
that the reconstruction of Europe would have to be dealt 
with as one problem. He stressed the interrelation of food 
and freedom. 

“The war,” he said, “will not be over until the people 
of the world can again feed and clothe themselves and face 
the future with some degree of confidence.” 

Acheson’s speech did not receive the attention it de- 
served at the time, although it contained the beginning of 
the proposal later made at Harvard by Secretary Marshall. 
On June 5, 1947, the Secretary of State outlined to a com- 
mencement audience a course of action for the“United States 
in dealing with the European crisis. | 

This was a speech that was typical of the man. It was

Then came the key section of the plan: “It is already evi- 
dent that, before the United States Government can proceed 
much further in its efforts to alleviate the situation and help 
start the European world on its way to recovery there must be 
some agreement among the of Europe as to the 
requirements of the situation and the part those countries 
themselves will take in order to give proper effect to whatever 
action might be undertaken by the government.

Since Mr. Cain spoke his strong 
and uhexpected criticism as a member of the 
Subversive Activities Control Board, appointed 
by President Eisenhower, what he had to say 
attracted much attention. 

But Mr. Cain, once a McCarthy defender in 
the Senate, was not content to criticize the un- 
fairness of the security program in catching 
many innocent people in its dragnet. He drew 
up thoughtful recommendations for the protec- 
tion of witnesses aNd organizations. Among these 
was his bold assertion that the Attorney Gen- 
eral's “subversive organizations list” had outlived 
whatever usefulness it may ever have had. 

Then late in the year Mr. Cain contributed, 
through Tris Coffin, a notable article to Coronet 
magazine which he labeled frankly: “I Could 
Not Remain«Silent.” Seeing with his own eyes 
that snooping and tale-bearing had become too 
common in American life, he went so far as to 
say: “I suggest that we pull off security checks 
on all but sensitive positions.”

With this as background, it is now most inter- 


esting to read what the former G.O.P. Senator ’ 


said in Chicago. Speaking before the Independ- 
ent Voters of Illinois, he said: 

Several years ago, the faceless informer 
and anonymous accuser was generally 
thought to be a reliable person. Many hear- 
ing boards were inclined to accept as true 
everything an anonymous source reported. 

In those days, sworn statements of the ac- 
cused were discounted. But times change. 


A number of anonymous sources and 
paper witnesses have been demolished and 
discredited for cause. They did not tell the 
truth. Hearing boards now give more cor- 
sideration to sworn testimony and witnesses. 
Need we say, thank God! 


We agree with Mr. Cain that the climate has 
been improving. As our readers know, the Post- 
Dispatch has been pleased to note improve- 
ments—in court decisions, rulings by judges, ad- 
ministrative changes and so on. 

One notable improvement has just been an- 
nounced by Senator Hennings of Missouri, chair- 
man of the Senate Constitutional Rights sub- 
committee. The Defense Department has 
changed procedures in the handling of security 
risk cases. The essence of the new policy is to 
modify what Senator Hennings calls “the assump- 
tion of zuthority to persecute loyal Americans 
who once joined—or whose relatives joined— 
organizations that are not considered patriotic 
today.” Little by little but steadily the country 
is restoring its faith in the Bill of Rights. 

That in substance is the sens¢ of the thirty- 
fifth annual report of the American Civil Liber- 
ties Union, just issued. Entitled, “Clearing the 
Main Channels,” this report for the period July 
1, 1954June 30, 1955, is dedicated to the late 
human rights lawyer Arthur Garfield Hays, who 
said: “In the fight for civil liberties sometimes 
you win—but in the long run, you never lase.” 

+ * * 

The A.C.L.U. report deals with cases involving 
freedom of religion, speech and association, jus- 
tice under the law, including police activities, 
wiretapping and court procedure, and equal 
rights. It states hopefully: 


A general awakening of the public con- 
science to the harm done the constitutional 
rights of people, the guidance of federal 
courts and the courage of a number of re- 

* sponsible legislators and governmental of- 
ficials have thrown a clear light on the dan- 
ger in which we stood. 


But the A.C.L.U, knows only too well that “a 
terrifying lot of unfinished business will face us 
for a long time to come.” To quote from still 
another informed source, Elmer Davis, on the 
occasion of his receiving the Stephen S. Wise 
award from the American Jewish Congress: 

“There is no doubt that the situation with re- 
spect to civil liberties is better than it was two 
or three years ago—but not enough to justify us 
in easing up in their defense.” 


In short, every citizen may be glad for the 
improvement, but also keep on the alert to see 
that this improvement continues. The Eastland 
committee’s indirect attack on the entire press 
through the hazing “investigation” of The New 
York Times shows how the wind can change.

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Riverfront Barrier Is Down 

After being notified by the Bureau of the 
Budget that there is no legal barrier to the ap- 
propriation of federal funds for the national 
memorial on the riverfront, Representative 
Frank M. Karsten asked House members consid- 
ering funds for the Department of Interior to 
make provisions for this project. Thus he is 
backing up the appropriation bills already intro- 
duced by Representatives Leonor K, Sullivan 
and Thomas B. Curtis. 

The National Park Service, an agency of the 
Interior Department, had told Mr. Karsten that 
it did not ask money for the St. Louis develop- 
ment because of the understanding that this 
would be held up until the budget is balanced. 
But with the presentation of a balanced budget 
by Mr. Eisenhower this objection is overcome. 

So it is to be hoped that the Park Service and 
the Interior Department will show renewed in- 
terest just as is being done in Congress. After 
all, the Government made a bargain with St. 
Louls. The city approved a bond issue for its 
share of the memorial and took 40 blocks of 
property off its tax rolls. It also has shown un- 
usual patience. But after 20 years it is time to 
complete this memorial Gateway to th> West.

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Gov. Donnelly and the Judgeships 

There is a possibility, but a somewhat quec- 
tionable one, that the Jackson County judicial 
commission may be able to induce Gov. Donnelly 
to appoint judges to those three never-filled seats 
on the sixteenth circuit bench. 

Despite the non partisan court amendment, the 
Governor has steadfastly refused to fill the 
places from the three lists of three names each 
submitted to him by the commission under Judge 
Nick “ave, Although the Missouri Supreme 
Court ruled that a nomination may not be with- 
drawn except for grave cause, the commission— 
now under Judge Samuel A. Dew—finally re- 
sorted to the device of shuffling the nine names. 
Thus it withdrew no nominations but did give 
the Governor somewhat different slat>s for the 
three judgeships. 


Furth®, at least one new name is being sub- 
mitted since Bruce M. Forrester, one of the 
nominees, has withdrawn his name from consid- 
eration. He explains that willingness to accept a 
judicial appointment in 1953 is not willingness 
to accept one in 1956. Business commitments 
made in the interval, he adds, ‘are the reason for 
his change of mind. David M. Proctor Jr. has 
been named in his place. 

Whether it considers the shuffling of nomi- 
nees the equivalent of withdrawals only the 
court can say. But the changed situation does af- 


ford the Governor a chance to end this deadlock. 
’ The non-partisan court amendment requires him 


to make appointments from the lists submitted 
to him by the commission; it does not require 
the commission to submit names politically satis- 
factory to him. If it did, the amendment would 
defeat its own purpose of getting the judiciary 
as far out of politics as possible. ‘ 

It is to be hoped that Gov. Donnelly will now 
make the appointments, instead of setting the 
possibly dangerous precedent of leaving office 
with this duty undone.

A Start—But a Poor One 

A committee of the School Board has begun a 
review of the Kearney report, and this is a step 
forward. Until now the Board has virtually ig- 
nored this 1954 survey that asserted the St. Louis 
school system's non-teaching operations were 
costing the taxpayers a great deal more than 
they should. 

Unhappily, howeyer, the committee has been 
conducting its meetings behind closed doors. 
Chairman H. Lee Bruns defends the practice by 
declaring his group feels it can do a better job 
“without someone looking over our shoulders.” 
Perhaps so. But if the committee intends to ex- 
amine the report objectively, why worry about 
who is looking? The kibitzers would be only ones 
the Board members were elected to represent. 

Even before his election to the Board last 
April Mr. Bruns’s view of the Kearney recom- 
mendations was hardly that of an enthusiastic 
supporter. And a second member of the com- 
mittee, Mrs. Irma H. Friede, made it clear where 
she stood, holding the proposals “are most im- 
practical and if put into operation would greatly 
hamper progress in our schools.” The third 
member, Louis H. Antoine, has been friendly to 
the report, but he mistakenly acquiesced in the 
closed-door policy. 

Under these circumstances, the committee cer- 
tainly ought to lean over backwards to avoid giv- 
ing the impression that it is only going through 
the motions of reviewing the report—that the 
real aim is to kill it. The fact the committee is 
working behind closed doors certainly is not 
likely to dispel sueh a notion. 

On its face the Kearney report indicates that 
St. Louisans are taxing themselves almost 10 
per cent more than is necessary to pay for the 
current level of school services. Kearney Says 
the excess runs down the drain in the form of 
waste and inefficiency ‘in the non-teaching de- 
partments. If the waste could be eliminated the 
savings could be put into reducing the teacher- 
pupil ratio and atherwise funneled directly to 
the children in the classrooms. 

Surely this is a worthwhile objective. Surely 
there is no good reason why an examination of 
the Kearney survey's advice in this matter 
should be conducted out of sight and hearing 
of parents—unless, of course, the aim is to keep 
them ignorant of the possibilities for improving 
their children’s opportunities.

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Political Gusher 

Senator Thomas C. Hennings Jr. has charged 
that the pending Fulbright gas bill would pro- 
tect “oil monopolies.” Consequently the Mis- 
souri Senator demands a Senate investigation of 
the economic and political power which flows 
with oil. 

Certainly the Fulbright bill is an oil lobby 
bill. It would exempt some 5000 “independent” 
natural gas producers from federal rate regula- 
tion, but the main benefits would go to only 190 
producers who sell 90 per cent of the gas to pipe- 
lines. Among them are oil firms ranked with the 
nation’s largest corporations. 

As to whether oil represents “monopoly” in a 
legal sense, only the most thorough congres- 
sional investigation could answer that question. 
But ail’s political power is a matter of record: 

There is that special favor, the 2742 per cent 
depletion allowance, which oil companies can 
take in a flat deduction before they figure their 
income tax. There was the offshore oil victory, 
in which the Administration and Congress aban- 
doned federal control of valuable national re- 
serves to the states for private exploitation. 

Now there is the Fulbright bill, already passed 
by the House, which would leave millions of gas 
consumers unprotected against price increases. 

Senator Hennings wants to know if present 
laws are sufficient to protect the public from 
the political pressures of the oil industry. It is 
a question which Congress should have the cour- 
age to answer.

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Consolation for Teachers 

There is balm still in Gilead, and solace, too, 
for much criticized American educators—that is, 
if misery really is easier to bear in company. 
And relief comes from an unlikely quarter. 

For years our teachers—especially those in 
the high schools—have been scolded because 
their courses are too “vocational.’”’ They have 
been upbraided for giving instruction in the 
easier trades, if not in downright fluffs and 
frills, while neglecting the cultural heritage em- 
bodied in language, literature, history and those 
other humane subjects which make a man not a 
tool, but a mind. More recently other critics have 
raised the cry that American technological train- 
ing is falling behind that of Russia. 

But they can. console themselves with the 
knowledge that Russian teachers are under the 
same drumfire. Prof. N. Deratin and Prof. I. 
Nakhov, two Soviet educationa} nabobs, are thun- 
dering against the neglect of Latin and Greek 
for subjects seemingly of more immediate value. 
Their thunder comes through the columns of 
The Literary Gazette of Moscow, a journal which 
plays ringmaster to Russian culture. At the snap 
of its whip, authors, artists and composers do 
flips and double-flips which circus performers 
must envy. 

Now the Gazette is after Russian teachers who 
neglect Greek. Is one American high school prin- 
cipal in hot water because his fourth-year stu- 
dents cannot read Sophocles in the original?

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Warning in a Seizure 

Norway's seizure of Soviet fishing boats within 
a proscribed four-mile limit points up ane®@®the 
necessity for United Nations accord on the sub- 
ject of territorial waters. The issue is a poten- 
tially explosive one and by now affects relations 
among an impressive number of nations. More- 
over, the varying claims’ to distances far out on 
the high seas constitute a chaotic condition. 

Under these circumstances the spectacle of 
California school districts staking out claims to 
the submerged lands of the Pacific Ocean three 
miles out from shore is a questionable perform- 
ance indeed. Yet it is one of the foolish and 
dangerous consequences of the Submerged Lands 
Act of 1954 by which Congress quitclaimed oil- 
rich offshore lands to coastal states. 

Before the United Statesican expect to exert 
an effective leadership toward an international 
understanding on territorial waters, it will have 
to establish at home the order it hopes to make 
world-wide. Congress should reconsider and re- 
peal the unwise quitclaim act of two years ago, 
leaving the offshore belt as the United States 
Supreme Court has repeatedly proclaimed it 
should be—an adjunct of national sovereignty.

The booming birth rate is a good 
thing for business, no doubt, and helps 
with the income taxes, but I am be- 
ginning to wonder if life will be so 
sporty 30 years hence when, some of 
our scientists warn us, the world pop- 
ulation will have reached the explosive 
point. 

The explosive point is reached when 
the earth's known resources no longer 
can feed all human life. That is when 
the starvation diet begins. 


I see where the world population in- 
creases by two persons a second and 
by 100,000 every 24 hours. 

Many of us tised to laugh at Thomas 
Robert Malthus, the English economist 
who came up with the theory that pop- 
ulation would eventually overtake the 
food supply. 

But I, for one, have quit laughing, 
what with whippersnappers of high 
school and college age getting married 
and having kids like crazy and with 
big families all the rage. 

More people mean more homes, more 
schools, more roads, more cars, more 
airfields, more jobs, more everything. 

Even now the city streets and high- 
ways are so infested with traffie that 
the point of complete paralysis seems 
but a tomorrow away. 

All the parking space gave out yes- 
terday. 

The mere physical aspects of all this 
congestion are such that we have no 
choice but to expand into the hinter- 
lands. 

That we will do and are doing, but 
as the real estate developers subdivide 
more land they reduce the arable sup- 
ply. 

As more and more farm land be- 
comes urban the vital business of eat- 
ing will become more and more 
pressing. 

We are headed for a point of dimin- 
ishing returns. 

It is enough to give a fellow the 
creeps. 

Dr. Vannevar Bush says that the 
present world population of more than 
two and a half billion will reach five 
billion in another 50 years if current 
rate of growth keeps up. 

In a December report to the Carne- 
gie Institution of Washington the scien- 
tist said that even if man manages to 
avoid nuclear and biological warfare 
he still faces catastrophe through over- 
population. 

At the rate we're multiplying, he 
reports, distress, famine and disintegra- 
tion are inevitable. All this is sobering 


stuff. It tempts one to clap on a space 
helmet and pressurized suit and look to 
the heavens for greener pastures on a 
satellite. 


There are those of an optimistic turn, 
of course, who dismiss the food-short- 
age scare as unvarnished hogwash. 


They point to the miracles wrought 
by chemicals and fertilizers in recent 
years, to hybrids that produce 60 bush- 
els of corn where 30 grew before, to 
controlled breeding that puts more 
meat on a steer and more milk in a 
cow, to irrigation and soil conservation. 


They tell us, too, that the sea offers 
a food potential that barely has been 
tapped. And they aren't thinking mere- 
ly of fish, although they add that pres- 
ent haphazard fishing methods could 
be greatly improved. 

The chemists and food processors, 
if they set their minds to it, could, I 
am sure, produce something edible out 
of hay, cornstalks, seaweed or axle 
grease. 

My only misgiving here is that the 
stuff, while sufficient to sustain life, 
would not be tasty even if it came with 
coupons. 


Between Book Ends 


Magicians and Seers 
MID-CENTURY FRENCH POETS, by Wallace Fowille. 

(Twayne Publishers, 273 pgs., $4.80.) 

“The modern poet in France,” Wal- 
ace Fowlie writes, “has become the ma- 
gician, in accordance with the precepts 
of Mallarme, or a visionary, in the tra- 
dition of Rimbaud, by his wilful or in- 
voluntary exploration of dreams and 
subconscious states.” 

While the division of literary trends 
is often superficial, if not impractical, 
readers will recognize that French po- 
etry indeed runs off in two main cur- 
rents followed by either craftsmen or 
seers according to the poet's chosen 
sources. A parallel can be drawn in 
American verse where the traditions of 
Poe and Whitman are distinctly alive.

Fowlie illustrates his thesis by select- 
ing and translating from the work of 
10 important poets, giving the Frencn 
and English texts on facing pages. A 
critical essay and a list of references 
are added to each selection. The poets 
are Max Jacob, Leon-Pau! Fargue, Jules 
Supervielle, St.John Perse, Jean Coc- 
teau, Andre Breton, Paul Eluard, Rob- 
ert Desnos, Henri Michaux and Pierre 
Emmanuel. 

In France this choice would be re- 
garded as homage to the mature gener- 
ation since most of the figures, if not 
dead (Jacob, Fargue, Eluard, Desnos) 
were born before 1900. Only Emmanuel, 
at 39, is considerably younger. Yet it is 
an excellent choice for several reasons: 
first, because very little verse by many

If this is what we must come to in 
the bright new world of tomorrow I'll 
count myself lucky if I’m among the 
departed, as I'm confident I shall be.

Not Exactly Top Grade 
FAR AND AWAY, by Anthony Boucher. (Ballantine 

Books, 166 pgs., $2.) 

Mr. Boucher, as the editor of Mer- 
cury’s Magazine of Fantasy and Science 
Fiction, has had a profound influence in 
raising the literary standards of mod- 
ern science fiction. With such an edi- 
torial reputation so well established, it 
is difficult to understand why he should 
have allowed such a collection as the 
present one to be published. Most of 
these stories are from his apprentice- 
ship in the field and betray the stylized 
mechanical construction of the mori- 
bund detective story of the period in 
which. they were written. This, of 
course, is hardly surprising since Mr. 
Boucher was a_ successful writer of 
whodunits before he entered science 
fictien. 

Mr. Boucher’s stories often suffer 
from his self-conscious love of obscure 
knowledge, simply because it is obscure. 
Whether it be in his enthusiasm for 
early operatic recordings or in his 
equal delight in discovering the names 
ef two yy te wee genuine medieval 
demons (Scriberdegibit and Snulbug) 
he forgets that he has an audience until 
the last page, whereupon he scurries 
frantically om paragraph to para- 
graph, tying up the loose ends of his 
plot. In Secret of the House and Ster 
Bride, he demonstrates that no idea is 
too trivial or too full of treacle to moti- 
vate a bad short story,

what we may call the dualism of their meeting at Geneva

Says Shift From ‘Equal 
Time’ Could Lead to 
Censorship. 


WASHINGTON, Feb. 1 (UP) 

—The Federal Communications 
Commission yesterday warned 
that proposed changes in the 
“equal time’ broadcast law 
could lead to political ‘“censor- 
ship.” 
FCC chairman George C. Mc- 
Connaughey, testifying before a 
House Commerce subcommittee, 
objected to a measure under 
which radio stations could give 
less free time to minority party 
candidates than to candidates of 
the two major parties. 

Supporters contend the bill 
would allow the stations to pro- 
vide broader coverage of the 
major campaigns. At present, 
they must make any free air 
time equally available to all 
political opponents. 

Critics of the law

take advantage of the free 
broadcast opportunities. 
McConnaughey said:

lieves that it is in the public 
interest for broadcast stations 
to provide the widest possible 


coverage for election cam- 
paigns. 

“However, we also consider 
it of great importance that 


broadcast coverage of elections 
be free from discrimination be- 
tween candidates and between 
political parties. 

“We believe the present pro- 
posal might result in more free 
time being granted to the ma- 
jor party presidential candi- 
dates. However, it would also 
permit discrimination between 
candidates and parties to an 
extent not possible under the 
existing law.” 

However, McConnaughey sup- 
ported a bill to exempt radio 
stations from libel laws cover- 
ing political broadcasts. Under 
its provisions, stations would 
not be allowed to censor what 
a political candidate said and 
therefore would not be held 
responsible.

The Western powers have not 
been in good diplomatic contact 
with the Soviet Union over the 
Situation in the Far East and in 
the Middle East. They ought to 
be. We should not find our- 
selves, as apparently we do, in 
a position where we do not talk 
with Moscow about the issues 
in those parts of the world. 


We Should Talk to Russia. 


In the Far East, for example, 
the Soviet Union can say things 
in Peiping that nobody else can 
say, Just as the British can say 
thing in Washington. And in 
the Middle East, where the 
radically new factor is the pres- 
ence of the Soviet Union, in- 
ability to talk may well be the 
fatal handicap to any solution. 

For whilesit may be a sound 
policy not to invite the Soviet 
Union to enter into formal en- 
gagements—beyond her obliga- 
tions under the United Nations 
C‘iarter — it cannot be sound 
policy not to be talking to the 
Soviet Union abovt the Middle 
East. That would be like de- 
ciding not to notice the ele- 
phant that has strolled into the 
dining room. 


The President's letter refers 
obliquely and indirectly to the 
Middle East when it criticizes 
the Soviet Union for embark- 
ing on a course which increases 
tensions in historical  inter- 
national disputes, 


Big Power Conflict Area. 


The President might well 
have asked Bulganin whether 
he is prepared to discuss the 
Middle East from the point of 
view of the increase of tension. 

To be sure this would prob- 
ably mean discussing not only | 


the Soviet arms deal with | 
Egypt but also the Baghdad 
Pact to which the Egyptian

Provided that 
the discussion were confiden- 
tial, more good than harm 
would be likely to come of such 
a discussion. 

For the kasie trouble in the 
Middle East is that the region 
has become an arena of the 
conflict of the great powers. 
The basic trouble is not the 
Arab-Israeli conflict, ugly and 
obdurate though it is. 

For that conflict is by no 
means insoluble by mediation 
and compromise—provided that 
the great powers, which include 
the Soviet Union, will support, 
will not disrupt, the mediansen.

\ULS. PROTESTANTS 
T0 VISIT RUSSIANS 


Talks Arranged With Relig- 
ious Leaders to Increase 
Understanding. 


NEW YORK, Feb. 1 (UP)— 
Six clergy and two lay repre- 
sentatives of America’s Protes- 
tant churches will go to Mos- 
cow on March 9 for talks with 
Russian religious leaders ‘as a 
means of increasing mutual un- 
derstanding and making mani- 
fest the spiritual fellowship 
which is ours in Christ,” it was 
announced today. 

A Russian church delegation 
will return the visit; coming to 
United States in June. 

The announcement was made 
at the quarterly meeting of the 
general board of the National 
Council of Churches of Christ 
in the U.S.A. by its president, 
the Rev. Dr. Eugene Carson 
Blake. The delegation will offi- 
cially represent the 
which is comprised of 30 Prot- 
estant and Eastern Orthodox 
church bodies. 

The two-way visit was said to 
be the first of its kind ever 
undertaken, although individual 
American clergymen have visit- 
ed Russia in recent years. ; 

The Rev. Dr. Blake said the 
American churchmen hope the 
discussions with Russian Chris- 
tian leaders will include: the 
churches’ activities in promot- 
ing world peace; the freedom 
of churches to fulfill their mis- 
sions; the Christian faith and 
other geligious and modern sci- 
ence, current trends in theolog- 
ical education and relations be- 
tween United States and Rus- 
sian churches. 

Original proposal for the 
American church visit to Rus- 
sia was made last year by Er- 
nest O. Gross, former United 
States ambassador to the Unit- 
ed Nations who is now chair- 
man of the council's board last 
June, and a letter was sent im- 
mediately with His Holiness 
Alexei, patriarch of Moscow and 
all Russia. 

Patriarch Alexei’s reply, last 
August, said the Russians were 
ready to meet the American | 
delegation “with brotherly love 
in Christ” and sugegsted that 
“we would like to visit you. 
and get acquainted with the | 
church life in America.” 

Arrangements then proceed- 
ed with the Department of 
State.

The response to Marshall's speech was immediate, electri- 
fying the free world. Ernest Bevin, Great Britain’s foreign 
secretary, assuming the lead and. quickly followed by French 
Foreign Minister Georges Bidault, informed Secretary Marshall 
that they were ready to take the kind of initiative “ hich he had 
suggested. Invitations went out from London and Paris to 


every European nation except Spain for a conference to attempt 
to draw up a comprehensive recovery program. 


Russia Tries to Exploit the Situation. 


Russia’s reaction was also immediate. For a short while 
it appeared as if Marshall's proposal might not only result in 
economic reconstruction but also in a lifting of the Iron Qur- 
tain. A little surprisingly, Mr. Molotov agreed to come to a 
preliminary meeting at which Bevin and Bidault proposed to 
lay out the agenda and procedure for the plenary meeting of 
the conference. However, Ambassador Bedell Smith correctly 
advised us from Moscow that Molotov had no intention of tak- 
ing part in any constructive undertaking. What he was trying 
to do was to exploit the situation for Russia’s own propaganda 
purposes. 

I'rench Foreign Minister Bidault told our ambassador that 
“Molotov clearly does not wish this business to succeed but on 
the other hand his hungry satellites are smacking their lips 
in expectation of getting some of your money. He is obviously 
embarrassed.” 

Indeed, both Poland and Czechoslovakia accepted invitations 
to the conference and were evidently eager to participate. In 
a dramatic move, however, the Kremlin ordered them to with- 
draw their acceptances, and Molotov departed from Paris with 
a blast against capitalism and the United States 

Sixteen nations were represented in Paris. for the opening 
of this conference on July 12, i947: Austria, Belgium, Den- 
mark, France, Greece, Iceland, Ireland, Italy, Luxembourg, the 
Netherlands, Norway, Portugal, Sweden, Switzerland, Turkey 
and the United Kingdom. And although Western Germany was 
not formally represented, its requirements as well as its ability 
to contribute to any general plan were considered by the con- 
ference. ' 

The report of this conference was transmitted to Secretary 
Marshall on September 22nd, and two days later the Secretary 
placed it, and a number of related papers on my desk for study. 
The report deseribed the economic situation of Europe and the 
extent to which_the participating countries thought they could 
solve their problems by individual or joint efforts. After taking 
into account these recovery efforts, the report then estimated 
the extent to which the sixteen countries would be unable to 
pay for the imports they had to have. ‘ 


Preparations for Congressional Action. 


I asked a number of Congressional and administration lead- 
ers to meet in my office on Monday, September 29th, to discuss 
plans for determining what action we should now take. 

I informed the Congressmen of the details of the report and 
told them that it appeared that it would require about 580 mil- 
lion dollars to take care of immediate European needs until 
March 3l1st of the following year, the earliest date on which the 
proposed plan could be made effective. I asked the chairman 
of the Senate and House committees on Foreign Relations anu 
Foreign Affairs and on Appropriations to give earnest considera- 
tion to the need for speedy aid to western Europe, and we also 
discussed the possibility of calling Congress back into session to 
cope with the problem. 

A special session of Congress was called to meet on Novem- 
ber 17th. On October 23rd I met with the Congressional leaders 
and told them that I had taken this action partly so that Con- 
gress might take steps to halt the rising pri¢e spiral within our 
own nation but mostly to meet the crisis in western Europe. 

On the following nici 1 delivered a radio talk from the 
White House. I said that while we were considering a long-range 
program to aid European recovery, we would have to help some 
nations through an immediate crisis. ‘“‘The most imminent danger 
exists in France and in Italy. If the economies of these countries 
collapse and the people succumb to totalitarian pressures, there 
will be no opportunity for them or for us to look forward to 
their recovery so essential to world peace.”

RETIRED SPY SUES 70 KEEP

prosperity.” 


Conditions in the district 


conformed to those prevailing | 
in the nation as a whole. the 
bank said. For the week ended 
Jan. 28, the downturn in auto- 


mobile production amounted to | 


22 per cent from mid-Decem- 
ber levels, on a national basis. 
Plant Lay-offs. 


In the district there were siz- | 
able layoffs in January, prin- | 


cipally at automobile assembly 
plants, the bank reported. 


Partly in consequence of | 


these layoffs, insured unemploy- 
ment in the district’s major 
labor markets increased more 
rapidly in the month ended Jan. 
21 than in comparable periods 
of 1954 and 1955. 

The bank noted, however, that 


expansions in several district | 


plants were in progress. Gen- 
eral Electric Co. has announced 
plans for hiring 2000 additional 
workers at Louisville, Ky. 

Mention also was made of the 
announcement by MeDonnell 
Aircraft Corp. that it would 
hire about 3000 additional 
workers this year to expand 
production of the Voodoo jet 
airplane. 

Indiana Lay-offs. 

The unemployment situation 
at Evansvile, Ind., received spe- 
cial mention in the report. The 
International Harvester plant 
there has cut its work force. 
preparatory to turning the plant 
over to Whirlpool-Seeger Corp., 
the new owner, and the Plym- 
outh plant laid off 3200 workers 
during January, the bank said. 

Steel mills in the St. Louis 
area operated at 90 per cent of 
capacity in January, and most 
Eighth District manufacturers. 
except for automobile assembly 
plants, continued output at 
seasonally high levels in the 
month. Department store sales 
maintained a high level. 

Total loans at banks report- 
ing in the district dropped 2 
per cent during the five weeks 
ended Jan. 25, the usual de- 
cline for this time of year, but 
total deposits fell by $167,000,- 
000 in the five weeks. Interest 
rates generally moved down- 
ward.

Robertson's choice of free fig- 
ures may have worked out to 
his disadvantage as he slipped 
and nearly feil while executing 
a difficult triple loop.

“This is the day I have been 
waiting for ever since I started 
skating,’ said the slender Haves 
Jenkins, a pre-law student who 
originally comes from Akron, O.

Hay May Save Buck or Two. 


Hay can be scattered along 
the high ridges as feed for 
deer. Alfalfa is said to be rel- 
ished more by these animals 
|than any other variety, but 
timothy, soybean or any other 
variety would help provide suf- 
ficient nutrition to carry the 
deer through the bleak winter 
snows. Possibly a bale or so 
of hay might mean the differ- 
ence in bagging that buck next 
season.

Record Spending 
On Inquiries, 
Bridges Says. 


WASHINGTON, Feb. 1 (AP 
~—-The Senate Republican Pol- 
icy Committee has embarked 
on an effort to cut back Dem- 
ocratic-controlled investigations 
in this session of Congress 

Chairman Styles Bridges 
(Rep.)}, New Hampshire, told a 
press conference yesterday the 
policy group has discovered 
that unless some changes are 
made the Democrats will spend 
much more on inquiries in the 
eighty-fourth Congress than 
ever was spent before 

Bridges said investigations | 
cost the Senate $2,594,422.79 | 
last year. He said bills already 
are pending to authorize an ad- 
ditional outlay of $2,271,000 
this vear “with more to come.” 

“There has been a lot of 
picus talk around here about 
the congressional reorganization 
act but nobody pays any atten- 
tion to it.” Bridges said. 

Under the act, passed several 
years ago, the Senate Commit- 
tee on Government Operations 
was charged with primary re- 
sponsibility for investigations. 

Bridges said many commit- 
tees were setting up special sub- 
committees and launching their 
own investigations. He saidthe 
Senate Judiciary Committee, 
which was limited to 10 staff 
members under the reorganiza- 
tion act, now has 106 employes. 

In comparison with the $4, | 
865.000 estimated outlay for in- 
quiries by this Congress, | 
Bridges said the G.O.P.-con- | 
trolled eighty-third Congress 
spent $3.175,000. 

Meanwhile, the House voted | 
386 to 1 to give its Committee 
On Un-American Activities an | 
additional $275,000 for operat- | 
ing expenses. The dissenting | 
vote was cast by Representative 
Roy W. Wier (Rep.), Minnesota. 

This supplements $225,000 
given the committee last year, 
boosting to $500,000 its. funds 
for the eighty-fourth Congress. 

Wier told reporters he voted 
against giving the committee 
more money because “they get 
gut and smear people right and 
left, and then you have to go 
out and scrub it off.”

” tells of sitting beside a brook in Bridgewater, at the 

5 opening of the hunting season, and actually watching 
a wounded woodcock apply the splint or bandage to 
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its broken leg. Searching for corroborative evidence 
through the years, he heard of several woodcock with 
perfectly healed broken legs and finally tells of an 
‘acquaintance who shot one of the birds with such a 
splint or bandage still in place. Dr. Long wrote an 
article on the incident in “Science” for May, 1904, 
and then a final piece called “That Woodcock Again” 
which appeared in a 1947 issue of “Sports Afield.”

They were published in the 
years from 1898 to 1904 and if there are more of 
them and anyone knows where they are, I'd like to 
hear of it. My first memory of them goes back about 
40 years. I'd spent a long summer afternoon watch- 
ing a caucus of crows above a cedar-dotted field that 
rose at the back of Grandpa Hall's farm, just outside 
‘Potosi. When the raucous cawing first attracted my 
‘attention, I found that the flock of black rascals had 
|gurprised a red-shouldered hawk per high in an 
“oak at the edge of the woods. They finally put the 
slow-moving old fellow to flight, rising above him 
and dive bombing repeatedly, until at last he found

AFTER THAT, THE CROWS dispensed for a time,

Fix It Yourself

Labor Saving Tools for 
Home Repair Jobs. 


NE of the greatest objec- 
() tions that a lot of people 

have to fixing it yourself 
is that the work can become 
pretty tedious after a few 
hours. 

Take removing wallpaper, for 
an example. You may find that 
for the first few minutes it’s 
sort of fun to sponge the paper 
down with water and then go 
to work, stripping the paper off 
with a—putty’ knife. but after 
you've worked all morning and 
only done a portion of a wall 
you become discouraged. 


Well, if you are the type that 
does discourage easily or if you 
have a lot of wallpaper to re- 
move you are much better off 
renting a wallpaper steamer 
which will do the job in almost 
nothing flat and do a better job 
than you can do by hand. These 
devices can be rented from 
firms that sell wallpaper, from 
paint stores and also from many 
hardware concerns, 


Lots of people start off to re- 
model their basement and then 
kind of give up when they find 
that they must attach wood fur- 
ring strips te the walls and to 
do this they have to drill 
through the poured concrete 
and then fasten the wood strips 
in place with masonry anchors. 


If this is your problem, get 
hold of a local contractor with 
a tool called a stud driver. This 
is a device that shoots a special 
bullet right through the wood 
and the masonry and an expe- 
rienced man and a stud driver 
ean get that furring up for you 
in a few short hours and at not 
much cost. We don't suggest 
that you try using the driver 
yourself because unless you've 
had some experience with them 
they can be tricky to handle.

‘She Helps People Get Along Together 


Dr. Hilda Taba, Who Helped Build Foundation for School Desegregation Here, Tells of Her Work 


By Mary Kimbrough 


F people didn’t waste so 

much time getting mad at each 

other, Junior could finish 
school sooner, Mom would be 
home from a committee meet- 
ing in half the time and Pop 
would get twice as much done 
at the office. 

This is the conclusion of Dr. 


Hilda Taba, who has made a 
career of finding out why 
people don’t get along and 


helping them learn to live a 
little more peaceably with one 
another. 


“We use up so much psycho- 
logical energy in nursing our 
prejudices that we don't ac- 
complish nearly as much as we 
should,” said Dr. Taba. “I 
wouldn't even venture to guess 
how far man could go in this 
world, socially as well as tech- 
nologically, if he could only 
learn to get along better with 
his neighbors. 

“In one class of students, who 
had developed the ability to 
understand one another and 
were able to put themselves in 


each other’s shoes rather than 


constantly throwing up defenses 
against the others, the academic 
work was speeded up one whole 
semester. Just think what that 
would mean if that same un- 
derstanding could be developed 
in an entire school.” 

Dedicated to the task of help- 
ing to bring about that kind of 
understanding among young 
people, Dr. Taba _ spent five 
years, from 1945 to 1950, as 
chief of a project to study in- 
school relations among students 
of different cultural, religious 
and racial backgrounds, spon- 
sored by the American Council 


on Education. Her study 
brought her to St. Louis -fre- 
quently during that period, 


helping to build a foundation 
for desegregation in the public 
schools, and working with 
teachers on methods and cur- 
ricula. Now professor of edu- 
cation at San Francisco State 
College, she was honored at a 
dinner last night at Shaare 
Emeth Temple by the _ St. 
Louis Intergroup Education As- 
sociation and the National Con- 
ference of Christians and Jews. 

“I'm taking this opportunity 
to survey the results of our 
program,” she said. “It has de- 
veloped with little difficulty 
here, and St. Louis has become 
a mecca for those studying de- 
segregation and the easing of 
tensions caused by other bar- 
riers.’ 

Dr. Taba lists racial differ- 
ences as only one among many 
which pit person against person 
and stir up prejudice and re- 
jection. Others, equally serious. 
include differences in economic 
status, and bedact between

HE Italian chamber mus. ensemble known as I Musici 
devotes two records to the instrumental music of Giovanni 
Pergolesi, an Eighteenth Century composer, and the playing 
is both energetic and refined.

Two slow movements contrasted with two fast 
ones reveal, in the order stated, a steady concentration in pro- 
ducing a mood of reverie and the ability to work up a furious 
climax of energy and motion. The second slow movement, a freely 
written passacaglia, has an attractive lyricism in the solo part. 
The performance is confident, clear and incisive. The demands 
of the violin part do not allow for much of the eantilena playing 
in which Ojistrakh is so impressively fluent and full bodied. 
The reproduction lacks some of the mellowness of recent Colum- 
bia recordings. This dominant impression, however, may have 
been caused partly by the nature of the music. 
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ORCHESTRAL: The Philadelphia Orchestra with Eugene 
Ormandy conducting plays the Tschaikowsky F Minor Symphony 
(No. 4) with a stunning richness of sound and technical finish. 
The deliberate pace of the slow movement implies a belief on 
the conductor's part that he dealing with something really 
profound. Others think it soffnds like the groans of a paid 
mourner. (Columbia, one 12-inch LP). 


The newest release by the Louisville Orchestra contains 
thtee contemporary works chosen from those commissioned by 
this organization under a Rockefeller grant. The first is the 
“Louisville Concerto” by the Swedish composer Hilding Rosen- 
berg, a neo-Romantic work strongly organized, full of interesting 
and affecting material. ‘And the Fallen Petal” by Chou Wen- 
Chung, a young Chinese composer trained in America, undertakes 
to combine Chinese scales and Western instrumentation. The 
result is static but the wide range of delicate coloring employed 
gives it an unusual charm. Camargo Guarnieri, the third com- 
poser represented, contributes “‘Suite Four, Centenario,” a set 
of bright but rather inconsequential vignettes. All are well 
played under the direction of Robert Whitney. Records may be 
obtained from the Louisville Orchestra management.

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PIANO: Beethoven's Piano Sonatas Opus 7 and Opus 101 
are played by Kurt Appelbaum in a maturely poetic style that 
suggests a long and careful study of both works. Sound is not 
always good in passages where power is necessary which may 
not be the fault of the performer.
